Viet Cong Slips Away in Jungle

As Lunar Orbiter 2 hurtled at 
5,200 miles an hour toward the 
moon a quarter-m illion miles 
away shortly after 3a.m .today, 
it responded to scientists' or­ 
ders, rotated and locked on the 
star Canopus as a navigation 
guide, JPL spokesmen said. 
The 850-pound vehicle was 
hurled into the sky at 6:21 p.m., 
EST Sunday from Cape Kenne­ 
dy, Fla. 
Sighting devices on Lunar Or­ 
biter 1 never found Canopus, 
apparently 
balked 
by glare 
from the craft's antenna fram e­ 
work. Lunar Orbiter 2 has a 
painted framework. 
Scientists said they were in no 
hurry to order a midcourse ma. 
neuver to correct its trajectory, 
and set back the time for the 
maneuver until later today. 
Plans call for Orbiter — 
which with its solar energy pan­ 
els extended looks like a giant 
four-leaf clover — to approach 
the moon Thursday to begin a 
month of picture-taking. It will 
orbit at 125 to 1,150 miles above 
the moon.

TO BROWN BAG OR NOT TO BROWN BAG. 
iThe Supreme Court of* North Carolina is ex- 
pgrocrsraTtTy to rlilb on consumption of liquor 
in public places. 
DRINKING in the state of North Carolina tra­ 
ditionally 
involves 
a delightful, 
sometimes 
trying, 
and always confusing mixture of state 
law, local mores, and law enforcement. 
The 
state legislature in 1923 banned all liquor sales 
in the state. But the same statute made it legal 
for people who already had liquor in their homes 
to keep it there. 
Then in 1937 the legislature authorized state- 
operated liquor stores on the basis of local 
option. 
As of now, 67 Tarheel counties allow 
the sale of booze and 33 do not. Eight of the 
so-called dry counties do allow the sale of wine 
and beer. 
Thus the spectrum runs from wet 
to dry to bone-dry. 
The confusion is further 
complicated by the fact that a good many Caro­ 
linians, like good people elsewhere, like to vote 
dry and drink wet. 
What the lawgivers specifically have failed to do 
is decide whether Tarheels can pop a cork or 
bottle 
cap in public. 
By tacit understanding 
among law enforcement authorities, a good many 
communities enjoyed the practice of what state­ 
wide is called brown-bagging. That phase ap­ 
plies to the custom of taking a bottle in the 
liquor store brown paper bag to restaurants, 
night clubs, and stadiums. 
The mixer, when 
desired, is purchases at the scene. 
Attorney Gen. Wade Bruton threw a drop- 
curve into the Tarheel pattern of conviviality 
last April when he ruled that toping in public 
is for the birds. 
The North Carolina Board 
of Alcoholic Control, faced with an ultimatum, 
took the state’s chief law enforcement officer 
at his word. 
Two Charlotte night clubs then 
went into court and won a restraining order 
from Judge H. L. Riddle of the Mecklenburg 
County Superior Court. 
THE STATE in turn appealed. 
Now the N.C. 
Supreme Court is seized of the problem. 
A 
ruling is expected in a week or so. 
Brown-bagging is the practice in many states, 
not only in the South, which allow the sale of 
liquor only in state stores. 
Another is the 
selling of “ club” memberships — usually for 
$1 a year — so that patrons can keep bottles 
in lockers, in bars and restaurants. 
SUMPTUARY LAWS, particularly those dealing 
with drinking, die hard in the United States. 
States more lenient than North Carolina still 
require that booze be sold at certain times 
only with meals. 
The Nation’s Capital until 
recently allowed drinking sitting down but ruled 
out standing drinking. In some states a patron 
cannot, but a waitress can, carry a drink from 
one table to another. 
The lack of uniformity, not only intrastate but 
among states, has caused a~ great deal of hard 
feeling and some serious traffic problems. 
Officials of states neighboring New York, for 
example, have for years been urging that New 
York raise its drinking age from 18 to 21 years. 


The argument is not evangelical; governors ol 
neighboring states are seriously worried about 
accidents caused by their own youngsters who 
drink in New York and then drive home. 
Whatever the North Carolina court decides, 
the next state legislature is expected to work 
on the drinking lav/s. It may be that the brown 
bag will go the way of the Mason jar.

The car pool is a bit of a mystery. 
Nobody knows for sure how many there are, 
because car pool riders are perhaps the only 
major mass-transit group that hasn’t been 
counted and exhaustively analyzed by govern­ 
ment and private researchers. 
One thing many city planners do know about 
car pools: 
They’d like to see more of them. 
“ Encouraging people to use car pools may be­ 
come a necessity for both private industry 
and government in the not-too-distant future,” 
warns Michael Robinson, deputy commissioner 
of streets and sanitation for the city of Chicago. 
The reason is the pressure of more people with 
more cars on roads and parking facilities. 
The only national figures that cast some light 
on the extent of car pooling, compiled by the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, show that the 
average passenger load on trips to work by 
private autos is 1.3 persons. That means that 
nearly 25 per cent of those who get to work 
by private vehicle probably do so in some sort 
of car-pool arrangement. 
With three or more people, traveling by car 
pool usually is competitive with public trans­ 
portation—and the more people in the pool, 
the cheaper it becomes. To conserve on parking 
space, many big companies offer the best spots 
on the firm’s lot to car poolers. In Washington, 
D. C., the government has gone even further 
in encouraging the car pool for Federal em­ 
ployees. 
Except for high ranking officials, 
government workers can’t get a parking space 
unless they are part of a car pool.

MEMBERSHIP 
The drive is under way to 
cause congress to repeal sec­ 
tion 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, which permits 
the 
states 
to pass Right-to-Work 
laws 
prohibiting compulsory 
unionsim as a condition of em­ 
ployment. In the 19 states which 
have done so, 
every worker 
voluntarily decides whether to 
join or not, and is protected 
from coercion by either the 
union or the employer. 
The unions argue that Right- 
to-Work is, in effect, a union- 
busting tactic and is designed 
to play havoc with union mem­ 
bership and the effectiveness of 
the unions in obtaining bene­ 
fits for labor. 
In the light of that, 
some 
information provided by James 
R. Wason, Specialist in Labor 
Relations, Legislative 
Refer­ 
ence Service, Library of Con­ 
gress, is extremely 
signifi­ 
cant. 
He says; 
“ For 
the 
period 1958 to 1962, 
at least, 
the trend in (AFL-CIO) mem­ 
bership in major union states 
without Right-to-Work laws is 
more unfavorable than in Right- 
to-Work states." Specifically, 
union membership went 
up in 
40 per cent of the Right-to- 
Work states, as against 30 per 
cent in the non-Right-to-Work 
states. 
One reason for this, perhaps, 
is that the unions 
must do a 
better job where membership 
is voluntary rather than com­ 
pulsory. They must sell them­ 


selves on the basis of service 
and make joining up a 
more 
attractive proposition 
to the 
worker. 
And they 
must be 
far more responsive to

wishes of the rank-and-file.

As the reader will recognize, 
“ the greatest good for 
the 
greatest number” is 
the goal 
which Karl Marx thought could 
be reached only through state 
ownership and management of 
the tools of production, along 
with centralized planning as to 
what should be produced. 
As 
the historical 
record shows, 
the opposite is true*, 
private 
enterprise is well on the way 
to delivering what Communism 
has been promising since 
the 
1917 Russian Revolution. 
Marx predicted that 
the 
owners of power tools 
would 
selfishly restrict production to 
“ scarcity levels” that would 
bring high prices from 
the 
“ upper classes” and thus make 
it impossible for the workers 
to buy the things they made. 
In his ignorance of practical 
economics, Marx thought 
the 
highly expensive tools of mass 
production would be operated 
profitably without pricing 
the 
products for mass consumption. 


The 
truth is 
the exact op­ 
posite. The self-interest of the 
tool 
owners demanded 
high 
production and low cost. That 
is why the selling prices 
oi 
mass-produced products were 
dramatically 
reduced. 
In 
fact, until automatic 
textile 
machinery 
came 
into 
use, 
high grade 
cloth 
had been 
virtually beyond the purchas­ 
ing power of the masses. This 
was a prime 
example of the 
“ greatest goods for 
the 
greatest number.” 
Surprisingly 
enough, 
the 
pressures for limitations 
on 
the production permitted from 
the power tools came from the 
employees using them; 
they 
thought 
that high production 
would saturate the market and 
throw them out of work. These 
workers did not realize 
that 
human wants are inexhaustible 
and that, for most goods, the 
market always becomes larger 
as the price goes down. 
To a great extent 
this mis­ 
understanding of the effect of 


better tools still shows up in 
the public’s attitude 
toward 
automation. Compared to some 
of the past improvement 
in 
tools, 
the 
impact of modern 
automated equipment is slight. 
In agriculture, 
for example, 
power tools have destroyed 90% 
of the farm jobs, but everybody 
has benefited because better 
jobs were waiting to be filled. 
Moreover, the farm 
jobs that 
are left are much easier and 
pay much more. Without auto­ 
mated equipment on the farm, 
consumers 
would be paying 
higher prices for food, 
and 
farm workers would be working 
longer for less pay.

York, Rev. S. Parkes Cadman, 
famed Presbyterian minister 
of Brooklyn, and Father John 
Ryan, chairman of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, to 
speak in Pennsylvania commun­ 
ities. 
This 
brought vigorous, 
al­ 
most violent opposition - chief­ 
ly against hearing Father Ryan. 
There was some opposition to 
hearing Rabbi Wise. 
My 
father was 
not one to 
yield on an issue of 
free 
speech. 
In the end, 
Father 
Ryan and Rabbi Wise were re ­ 
ceived. 
This was 
50 years ago and 
times have changed. 
In 1958 
Pennsylvania elected its first 
Catholic 
governor, 
David 
Lawrence, 
and this 
year 
the 
first Jew 
may become 
governor of Pennsylvania. 
The Jewish candidate, Milton 
Shapp, is a businessman who 
built up a small fortune manu­ 
facturing TV antennas and elec­ 
tronics, and has now sold his 
factories so he would avoid 
even the most remote 
con­ 
flict of interest.

he 
needed a small fortune to run 
his campaign. 
Shapp* s battle is one of the 
most significant in the entire 
United States. 
He is running 
not so much against

panies, the railroads. The only 
alternative 
to their lobbies, 
Shapp claims, is a people’s 
lobby. 
He has accused these com­ 
panies of avoiding real estate 
tax on most of their 
prop­ 
erty. 
Based upon their 1964 
profits, their tax base should 
have been $6.9 billion. 
“ Up in Luzerne and Lacka­ 
wanna counties,»» 
said 
the 
turbulent 
candidate 
for gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania, “ The 
Pennsylvania Gas and Water 
Company owns 70,000 acres of 
land which it’s keeping as 
a 
private game preserve. 
Its 
streams are stocked by the 
state of Pennsylvania. 
It al­ 
lows no hunting by the public. 
And it pays only a pittance 
in taxes. 
“ In 
Northumberland county 
the Roaring Creek Water Com­ 
pany has 15,000 acres of land, 
which it set aside as a private 
hunting preserve,” continues 
Shapp. 
“ Its president, Doug­ 
las McWilliams, has been ap­ 


pointed to the State Game Com­ 
mission, yet last year he was 
arrested for shooting over his 
quota of deer. 
“ Again the Roaring Creek Wa­ 
ter Company pays only a pit­ 
tance of taxes on this land,” 
says the man who is running for 
governor of Pennsylvania. “ If 
I am elected I am going to 
abolish the private game pre­ 
serve for this game commis­ 
sioner.”

The farther south and west you 
go, the more 
the Republican 
party drifts away from its mod­ 
erate eastern leadership. 
In 
Montana, for instance, 
the 
Liberty Lobby, the John Birch- 
ites and other ultra rightists 
are mobilizing behind Gov. Tim 
Babcock, Republican, to 
try 
to defeat Sen. Lee Metcalf, a 
liberal Democrat. 
For some time the right wing 
has been gaining strength in 
Montana. 
It tried to 
oust 
Roland Renne, as president of 
Montana State College if he 
didn’t fire 22 professors whom 
the Birchites claimed were left 
wingers 
and pro-communist. 
President 
Renne 
refused, 
claimed some of them were 
among his best professors, that 
one of them had been guilty only 
of 
explaining the 
political 
creeds 
of the 
Scandinavian 
states long under labor-social­ 
ist governments. 
Finally President Renne chal­ 
lenged 
Babcock 
by 
running 
against him for governor in 
1964. Babcock won. 
This fall Babcock, reinforced 
by his victory over Renne, is 
reaching for the Senate. 
But while he damns Federal 
supervision of Federal pro­ 
jects, his trucking companies 
are making a fortune hauling 
concrete to the Yellowtall Dam, 
a Federal project.

RUNAWAY SPENDING 
During the session of Coflgress 
which ended October 22, a total 
of approximately $144.6 billion 
dollars was appropriated. This 
included a supplemental appro­ 
priation of about $16 billion for 
the fiscal year ended last June 
30, much of which was for con­ 
ducting the war in Vietnam. 
Far-reaching new programs 
were approved by Congress, 
and the heavy appropriations 
included only small down pay­ 
ments on some of them. 
The 
cost of many of these programs 
will increase from year to year 
if the past offers a fair basis 
for judging. 
Three of the programs alone 
will 
create extremely heavy 
pressures 
for 
increased 
spending. 
These 
are 
the 
“ demonstration cities,” aid to 
elementary and secondary edu­ 
cation, 
and the anti-poverty 
program. 
Under the demonstration cities 
program the Federal govern­ 
ment assumes a major part 
of the cost of rebuilding blighted 
metropolitan areas. The origi­ 
nal program will cover 50 or 
60 cities. 
And of course that 
will be only the 
beginning as 
one city after another demands 
to be included. It is estimated 
that $50 billion will be needed 
in 10 years in New york City 
alone. 
In Federal aid to education, 
Congress authorized some $6 
billion over a two-year period 
for assistance to elementary 
and secondary schools. This is 
a modest sum compared to what 
it will be as pressure mounts 
from school districts every­ 
where for some of the “ free 
money” from Washington. 
It will be hard to keep the 
cost of the 
px)litics-oriented 
anti-poverty 
program 
from

Only five committee members 
had the courage to follow the 
lead of courageous Rep. Joe 
Resnick, D-N.Y., in 
bucking 
the Sugar Lobby and voting 
against the sugar bill in com­ 
mittee.

President Johnson Warned By 
Aides *67 
Will Be ’Toughest* 
Strike Year. 
Washington, D. C j — Certain­ 
ly the White House never runs 
out of labor crises. Just 
a 
few minutes before the Pres­ 
ident’s jet touched the runway 
last Wednesday night, 
the TV 
technicians were up in the air. 
They threatened to strike. 
Their union wanted one more 
video 
man 
hired 
because 
another camera had been added 
for the President’s repx>rt to 
the nation. For the moment it 
looked like the return 
of 
“Shane” 
instead of Lyndon 
Johnson would be screen fare. 
Ten 
minutes 
before mike- 
time, it was settled. And not 
because the nation’s prestige 
was involved, either. The broad­ 
casting union just wasn’t going 
to be disturbed by minor mat­ 
ters. It had a demand and 
It 
was going to make it, president 
or no president. 
Though unseen by the coun­ 
try, the backstage melodrama 
was a jx>rtent of the times, a 
sign of things to come, 
a 
measure of the coming year. 
Many of the 
strategically 
placed unions will take some 
mighty tough positions in ’67 
- beginning with the teamsters 
in January and winding up with 
the auto workers just this side 
of ’68. 
Basically the union campaigns 
will be for money - wage in­ 
creases of far more than five 
per cent a week. That’s next 
year’s magic figure replacing 
this year’s 3.2 
per cent wage 
guidelines, set by the President 
who soon rued it - because he 
discovered that his statisticians 
were bad politicians and his 
jxditicians were worse statis­ 
ticians. 
Mr. Johnson 
quickly dis­ 
covered that figure swiftly be­ 
comes the minimum instead of 
the maximum. It becomes the 
operating base for unions to 
get twice and three times the 
guideline, depending 
on the 
power of the labor organiza­ 
tion and the volume 
and 
strategic 
nature of the in­ 
dustry — or industries — it can 
tie up with a strike. 
So with five per cent as the 
new base, the White House ex­ 
perts believe the unions will 
be asking for twice and even 
three times that — 10 and 15 
per cent wage package 
in­ 
creases. What the labor lead­ 
ers are saying, in effect, is 
that the White House 
just 
can’t set any overall 
guide­ 
line for wage and welfere 
increases. 
Furthermore, 
say the union 
officials, this should not be 
done even industry by indus­ 
try. Pay hikes will have to be 
set plant by plant; even shop by 
shop. 
The five per cent figure is 
good for a starter, say they. 
And if anyone takes the trouble 
to analyze 
what the railroad 


brotherhoods 
just agreed to, 
he’ll note that five per cent 
is just a starter. They plan to 
ask for more later 
in 1967 
•• in cash — and more in bene­ 
fits, pensions, holidays, 
wel­ 
fare and shorter work weeks. 
Just how 
did five per cent 
become the magic - resting 
place - figure? 
It all goes back to a confi­ 
dential report submitted last 
March 11 to leaders of the in­ 
fluential 
3.5 
million - mem­ 
ber national construction and 
building 
trades council here. 
It was quietly written by la­ 
bor’s quiet man - the owlish 
and 
gentle 
Nat Goldfinger 
--whom it would take a James 
Bond to find. He’s the AFL- 
CIO*s top researcher. This is 
what he said, in effect: 
The cost of living went up 
by 1.7 
per cent in 1965. This 
is the government’s own figure, 
issued by the Consumer Price 
Index statisticians. So no one 
can dispute it. 
Therefore, it should 
be 
added to the 3.2 
per cent in­ 
crease which is suggested by 
the federal wage 
guidelines. 
Otherwise, the actual wage in­ 
crease received from a 
3.2 
per cent 
raise •• the actual 
purchasing power - is worth 
less than half of what appears 
to be additional pay. Backing 
up this argument, Goldfinger 
said in his 
still unreported 
document: 
“ Therefore, even to get the 
Council of Economic Advisers* 
3.2 guideline 
figure, in terms 
of real gains of buying power, 
you need a wage settlement of 
4.9 
per cent, excluding all 
other 
issues, such as wage 
inequities, etc. 
“ In other words, you need 
wage settlements of about 
5 
per cent this year merely to 
obtain a 
3.2 
per cent 
im­ 
provement in buying power. . ” 
Thus Goldfinger put the basic 
total increase at at least five 
per cent. And that is what the 
labor 
settlements 
were for 
the rest 
of the year - on the 
airlines, at GE, on the rail­ 
ways and in a thousand manu- 
fecturing plants. In construc­ 
tion 
the employment 
cost 
increases 
ran far higher. 
Now the big unions will point 
out that the cost of living cer­ 
tainly ran up in 1966. So the 
five per cent hike of 1966 will 
have to be merely a base for 
boosts totaling 
twice 
as 
much. 
There will be terrific resis­ 
tance to this on the industrial 
front. 
President 
Johnson’s 
aides are telling him to ex­ 
pect ’67 
to be 
one of his 
toughest “labor years” . There 
will be wide wage hikes, or 
there will be massive strikes. 
Inflation? 
A wartime rank 
and file could not care less. No 
area will be too sacred 
to

-The Supreme Court of. North Carolina is ex- 
pSCT£CT STroftiy to T u le‘on consumption of liquor 
in public places. 
DRINKING in the state of North Carolina tra­ 
ditionally 
involves 
a delightful, 
sometimes 
trying, 
and always confusing mixture of state 
law, local mores, and law enforcement. 
The 
state legislature in 1923 banned all liquor sales 
in the state. But the same statute made it legal 
for people who already had liquor in their homes 
to keep it there. 
Then in 1937 the legislature authorized state- 
operated liquor stores on the basis of local 
option. 
As of now, 67 Tarheel counties allow 
the sale of booze and 33 do not. 
Eight of the 
so-called dry counties do allow the sale of wine 
and beer. 
Thus the spectrum runs from wet 
to dry to bone-dry. 
The confusion is further 
complicated by the fact that a good many Caro­ 
linians, like good people elsewhere, like to vote 
dry and drink wet. 
What the lawgivers specifically have failed to do 
is decide whether Tarheels can pop a cork or 
bottle 
cap in public. 
By tacit understanding 
among law enforcement authorities, a good many 
communities enjoyed the practice of what state­ 
wide is called brown-bagging. That phase ap­ 
plies to the custom of taking a bottle in the 
liquor store brown paper bag to restaurants, 
night clubs, and stadiums. 
The mixer, when 
desired, is purchases at the scene. 
Attorney Gen. Wade Bruton threw a drop- 
curve into the Tarheel pattern of conviviality 
last April when he ruled that toping in public 
is for the birds. 
The North Carolina Board 
of Alcoholic Control, faced with an ultimatum, 
took the state’s chief law enforcement officer 
at his word. 
Two Charlotte night clubs then 
went into court and won a restraining order 
from Judge H. L. Riddle of the Mecklenburg 
County Superior Court. 
THE STATE in turn appealed. 
Now the N.C. 
Supreme Court is seized of the problem. 
A 
ruling is expected in a week or so. 
Brown-bagging is the practice in many states, 
not only in the South, which allow the sale of 
liquor only in state stores. 
Another is the 
selling of “ club** memberships — usually for 
$1 a year - - s o that patrons can keep bottles 
in lockers, in bars and restaurants. 
SUMPTUARY LAWS, particularly those dealing 
with drinking, die hard in the United States. 
States more lenient than North Carolina still 
require that booze be sold at certain tim es 
only with meals. 
The Nation’s Capital until 
recently allowed drinking sitting down but ruled 
out standing drinking. In some states a patron 
cannot, but a waitress can, carry a drink from 
one table to another. 
The lack of uniformity, not only intrastate but 
among states, has caused a great deal of hard 
feeling and some 
serious traffic problems. 
Officials of states neighboring New York, for 
example, have for years been urging that New 
York raise its drinking age from 18 to 21 years. 


The argument is not evangelical; governors of 
neighboring states are seriously worried about 
accidents caused by their own youngsters who 
drink in New York and then drive home. 
Whatever the North Carolina court decides, 
the next state legislature is expected to work 
on the drinking laws. It may be that the brown 
bag will go the way of the Mason jar.

The car pool is a bit of a mystery. 
Nobody knows for sure how many there are, 
because car pool riders are perhaps the only 
major 
m ass-transit group that hasn’t been 
counted and exhaustively analyzed by govern­ 
ment and private researchers. 
One thing many city planners do know about 
car pools: 
They’d like to see more of them. 
“ Encouraging people to use car pools may be­ 
come a necessity for both private industry 
and government in the not-too-distant future,” 
warns Michael Robinson, deputy commissioner 
of streets and sanitation for the city of Chicago. 
The reason is the pressure of more people with 
more cars on roads and parking facilities. 
The only national figures that cast some light 
on the extent of car pooling, compiled by the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, show that the 
average passenger load on trips to work by 
private autos is 1.3 persons. That means that 
nearly 25 per cent of those who get to work 
by private vehicle probably do so in some sort 
of car-pool arrangement. 
With three or more people, traveling by car 
pool usually is competitive with public trans­ 
portation—and the more people in the pool, 
the cheaper it becomes. To conserve on parking 
space, many big companies offer the best spots 
on the firm ’s lot to car poolers. In Washington, 
D. C., the government has gone even further 
in encouraging the car pool for Federal em ­ 
ployees. 
Except for high ranking officials, 
government workers can’t get a parking space 
unless they are part of a car pool.

The drive is under way 
to 
cause Congress to repeal sec­ 
tion 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hart-

He says; 
“ For 
the 
period 1958 to 1962, 
at least, 
the trend in (AFL-CIO) mem­ 
bership in major union states 
without Right-to-Work laws is 
more unfavorable than in Right- 
to-Work states.*' Specifically, 
union membership went 
up in 
40 per cent of the 
Right-to- 
Work states, as against 30 per 
cent in the non-Rlght-to-Work 
states. 
One reason for this, perhaps, 
is that the unions 
must do a 
better job where membership 
is voluntary rather than com­ 
pulsory. They must sell them­ 


selves on the basis of service 
and make joining up a 
more 
attractive proposition 
to the 
worker. 
And they 
must be 
far more responsive to 
the 
wishes of the rank-and-file. 
Finally, if a man can't

As the reader will recognize, 
“ the greatest good for 
the 
greatest number" is 
the goal 
which Karl Marx thought could 
be reached only through state 
ownership and management of 
the tools of production, 
along 
with centralized planning as to 
what should be produced. 
As 
the historical 
record shows, 
the opposite is true; 
private 
enterprise is well on the way 
to delivering what Communism 
has been promising since 
the 
1917 Russian Revolution. 
Marx predicted that 
the 
owners of power tools 
would 
selfishly restrict production to 
“ scarcity levels" that 
would 
bring high prices from 
the 
“ upper classes" and thus make 
it impossible for the workers 
to buy the things they made. 
In his ignorance of practical 
economics, Marx thought 
the 
highly expensive tools of mass 
production would be operated 
profitably without pricing 
the 
products for mass consumption. 


The 
truth 
is 
the exact op­ 
posite. The self-interest of the 
tool 
owners demanded 
high 
production and low cost. That 
is why the selling prices 
oi 
m ass-produced products were 
dram atically 
reduced. 
In 
fact, until automatic 
textile 
machinery 
came 
into 
use, 
high grade 
cloth 
had been 
virtually beyond the purchas­ 
ing power of the m asses. This 
was a prim e 
example of the 
“ greatest goods for 
the 
greatest num ber." 
Surprisingly 
enough, 
the 
pressures for limitations 
on 
the production perm itted from 
the power tools came from the 
employees using them; 
they 
thought 
that 
high production 
would saturate the market and 
throw them out of work. These 
workers did not realize 
that 
human wants are inexhaustible 
and that, for most goods, the 
market always becomes larger 
as the price goes down. 
To a great extent 
this mis­ 
understanding of the effect of 


better tools still shows up in 
the public's attitude 
toward 
automation. Compared to some 
of the past improvement 
in 
tools, 
the 
impact of modern 
automated equipment is slight. 
In agriculture, 
for 
example, 
power tools have destroyed 90% 
of the farm jobs, but everybody 
has benefited because 
better 
jobs were waiting to be filled. 
Moreover, the farm 
jobs that 
are left are much easier and 
pay much more. Without auto­ 
mated equipment on the farm, 
consum ers 
would be paying 
higher prices for food, 
and 
farm workers would be working 
longer for less pay.

RUNAWAY SPENDING 
During the session of Congress 
which ended October 22, a total 
of approximately $144.6 billion 
dollars was appropriated. This 
included a supplemental appro­ 
priation of about $16 billion for 
the fiscal year ended last June 
30, much of which was for con­ 
ducting the war in Vietnam. 
Far-reaching new program s 
were approved 
by Congress, 
and the heavy appropriations 
included only sm all down pay­ 
ments on some of them. 
The 
cost of many of these program s 
will increase from year to year 
if the past offers a fair basis 
for judging. 
Three of the program s alone 
will 
create extrem ely heavy 
pressures 
for 
increased 
spending. 
These 
are 
the 
"dem onstration c ities," aid to 
elementary and secondary edu­ 
cation, 
and the anti-poverty 
program. 
Under the demonstration cities 
program the Federal govern­ 
ment assumes a m ajor 
part 
of the cost of rebuilding blighted 
metropolitan areas. The origi­ 
nal program will cover 50 or 
60 cities. 
And of course that 
will be only the 
beginning as 
one city after another demands 
to be included. It is estim ated 
that $50 billion will be needed 
in IO years in New york City 
alone. 
In Federal aid to education, 
Congress authorized some $6 
billion over a two-year period 
for assistance to elem entary 
and secondary schools. This is 
a modest sum compared to what 
it will be as pressure mounts 
from school d istricts every­ 
where for some of the "free 
money" from Washington. 
It will be hard to keep the 
cost of the 
pol it ic s -or tented

Third Man Key Figure in Demand Higher 
Maryland Governor s Race pay fo r JOUnalistS 


BALTIMORE, Md 
(AP) — 
The outcome of Maryland's gu­ 
bernatorial election Nov. 8 may 
very well hinge on how strongly 
Hyman A. Pressman runs. 
Pressman, Baltimore's color­ 
ful city comptroller, is a former 
Democrat running as an Inde­ 
pendent in the three-way race 
that has attracted national at­ 
tention . 
He could tip the victory to 
either Republican Spiro T. Ag- 
new or Democrat George P. 
Mahoney. Or he could, possibly, 
score a major surprise and win. 
The effect of Pressm an's can­ 
didacy is as impossible to gauge 
as the open occupancy issue, 
which contributed to Mahoney's 
victory in the primary and 
which is expected to remain a 
factor in the general election. 
Pressman, 52, a political mav­ 
erick, was elected city comp­ 
troller three years ago on a Re­ 
publican fusion ticket after hav­ 
ing lost the nomination in the 
Democratic prim ary. 
His chief strength appears to 
be in the Baltimore area, but he 
also is well-known in other sec­ 
tions for the taxpayer suits he 
has filed over the years against 
city and state officials and for 
his advocacy of a state-operated 


lottery. 
While 
political 
observers 
speculate on which of the other 
candidates the red-haired Balti­ 
more lawyer will hurt more, 
Fressman confidently predicts 
he will be the winner. 
Mahoney, 
64, a Baltimore 
County paving contractor, is 
making his fourth try for the 
governorship after six unsuc­ 
cessful races for governor or 
UJ3. senator. He was the sur­ 
prise winner of a Democratic 
primary in which he stressed 
his opposition to open housing 
legislation 
with 
the slogan, 
“Your home is your castle — 
protect it." 
Agnew, 47, a lawyer and head 
of Baltimore County's govern­ 
ment, said at a recent political 
gathering that his campaign 
stressing such state problems 
as tax reform, education, rapid 
transit 
and water pollution 
“lias not caught fire" but he 
remained hopeful it might 
do 
so. 
Pressman thinks his own can­ 
didacy will rob Agnew of any 
widespread 
Democratic sup­ 
port, and that he will also take 
away voters from Mahoney in 
working-class areas where they 
have both run well. 


Magna Carta and the 
Rule of Law 


In this way the seventeenth 
century interpretation of Mag­ 
na Carta as the Englishman's 
charter of liberty, and of the 
medieval common law 
as en­ 
shrining the rights of free men 
and of property, passed into 
American legal thinking. 
But just as important as legal 
education and legal literature 
in 
sustaining

was 
the practice of hearing appeals 
from colonial courts in

Privy Council. In all, some 
265 
cases were carried to 
the Privy Council from Ameri­ 
ca 
between 
1680 and 1780, 
and giving its decision the coun­ 
cil attempted to maintain the 
general principles of the com­ 
mon law of England. In using 
its power 
to nullify colonial 
legislation, it fostered the no­ 
tion that a statute could be an 
ephemeral thing, an important 
point or origin of the modern 
American doctrine 
of judicial 
review of legislation. 
Although 
the subordination 
of the American colonies to 
the English parliament 
and 
Privy Council helped foster a 
ommon law, it did not foster 
common polity. In fact it was 
one of the most potent reasons 
for the eventual break between 
England and America. Once 
again the power of the execu­ 
tive conflicted with tl e rights 
and interests 
of the subject, 
and once again the subjects had 
an interest in bringing Magna 
Carta and 
the 
common law 
into {day, this time to sustain 
their resistance to the govern­ 
ment of George III. But now it 
was from the seventeenth cen­ 
tury interpretations of 
the 
charter that the lawyers 
and 
propagandists drew their argu­ 
ments; what medieval legisla­ 
tion and tradition had 
been 
to Coke, Coke's commentary 
on Magna Carta and that tradi­ 
tion were to the lawyers of the 
America revolution. Once again 
opposition to the executive was 
grounded upon law; once again 
statesmen went to history to 
find 
justification for 
their 


politics. And once again the 
issue 
was settled finally by 
force. 
The close ties between Eng­ 
land and America had made 
wide spread 
the assumptions 
that there was a “law of the 
land" to which governmental 
action was bound to conform; 
that 
the colonists 
were 
entitled to the protection of that 
law in their relations with the 
English government; 
that the 
colonists, 
though Americans, 
enjoyed the “ fundamental rights 
of Englishmen," rights which 
were embodied most especial­ 
ly in Magna Carta; and that the 
government of George III was 
violating those rights. 
But there was also current in 
revolutionary 
America 
an 
alternative body 
of political 
_______ 
ideas, derived ultimately from 
John Locke, which grounded 
political obligation on natural 
right, and this theory, as well 
as the 
theory 
of the 
im­ 
memorial rights of Englishmen, 
was 
brought into play in the 
political conflicts 
that pre­ 
ceded the Declaration 
of In- 
dependence - and is most cjfar*» 'WRlg

there 
was a 
felicitous coin­ 
cidence between natural 
law 
and the laws of England. As 
John Adams succinctly put

(T)he liberty, the unalienable, 
indefeasible rights of men, the 
honor and dignity of human na­ 
ture, the grandeur and glory 
of the public, and the universal 
happiness of individuals, were 
never so skilfully and success­ 
fully consulted as in that most 
excellent monument at human 
art, the common law of Eng­ 
land.

“ The 
journalism placement 
office handled 260 more 
jobs 
during 1966 than were handled 
in 1965,“ said Prof. Haverfield, 
“ and the total number of job 
openings received, listed, and 
processed increased from 718 
last year to 978.“ 
“ The number of newspaper 
interviews increased noticeably 
this year. Interviewers came 
from San 
Diego to the west, 
from New York to the 
east, 
Miami to the south 
and 
Minneapolis 
to the 
north," 
Professor Haverfield said. 
There is also a significant in­ 
crease in the number of inter­ 
viewing teams coming to the 
School of Journalism here, he 
reported. 
Seventy-five 
visits 
by 
69 
interviewing teams were on the 
Columbia 
campus during the 
1965-66 
school year seeking 
qualified journalists. 
The demand was so great we 
were able to fill only 14 1/2 per 
cent of the openings listed in 
our placement bureau, Haver­ 
field reported. 
Interviewers

Long Blasts 


Federal Agency 


WASHINGTON • UJB. Sen. Ed­ 
ward V. Long (D»Mo) today 
warned “ Our country will be 
better off when the federal trade 
commission decides to spend 
LESS effort eliminating the kit­ 
tle men' over which it has no 
jurisdiction and MORE effort 
regulating the monopolistic gi­ 
ants over which it has clear 
jurisdiction." 
The senator made this state­ 
ment after the recent federal 
trade 
commission 
decision 
which will put the Kansas City 
community blood bank out of 
business. 
“ The commission's 3-2 de­ 
cision will undoubtedly be ap­ 
pealed to the courts," Senator 
Long said. 
“ Meanwhile, 
I 
plan to reintroduce my bill 
next year to exempt blood banks 
from the anti-trust laws. My 
bill is the only way I know to 
convince the commission that 
congress never Intended to per­ 
mit the FTC to Interfere with 
community blood banks." 
The senator's bill will also 
exempt bone banks and other 
banks storing human tissues and 
organs. 
“ Except for a few over-zeal­ 
ous bureaucrats at the federal 
trade commission, no one be­ 
lieves that blood banks fall with­ 
in the jurisdiction of Federal 
regulations 
effecting 
inter­ 
state commerce," Senator Long 


said. 
“I agree wholeheartedly with 
the dissent of Federal Trade 
Commissioner Philip Elman, • 
who wrote *work regulating the 
professional conduct of doctors 
is not our business."

Artificial Nerve 
Scientists Study 
System Helps 
Human Brain 


MURRAY HILL, N J. (AP) — 
Scientists are making artificial 
nerve systems from electronics 
to try and discover how the 
brain thinks. 
They are trying to make not 
only complete nervous systems 
but even individual nerve cells, 
or neuromines. 
There are two principal aims 
of this work with artificial 
nerves: 
To find out more about how 
nerve cells work to govern hu­ 
man movement, impulses and 
thoughts. 
To learn how the brain works 
and how man can use this 
knowledge. 
The method of this research 
— neural modeling — is viewed 
by scientists as a useful theoret­ 
ical supplement to actual phy­ 
siological measurement — the 
direct study of the actions of 
nervous systems. 
Scientists don't expect this 
work to lead directly to the 
production of artificial parts of 
the human nervous system for 
replacement in the body. Rath­ 
er, it is intended only to help 
further knowledge of how na­ 
ture's biological computer — 


the brain — works. 
The problem of determining 
how the human brain functions 
is enormous. There areatleast 
10 billion nerve cells in the 
brain and each is further com­ 
plicated, says Leon D. Harmon. 
Harmon, who has been work­ 
ing on the problem for nearly a 
decade, says 10 billion is a con­

An elec­ 
tronics engineers at 
Bell

COLUMBIA - The increased 
number of rabies cases in Mis­ 
souri animals is causing con­ 
cern, Dr. T. M. Curtin, Uni­ 
versity of Missouri extension 
veterinarian, said here today. 
Through the third week in Octo­ 
ber, 1966, there were 233 posi­ 
tive 
laboratory diagnoses for 
the year compared to 108 to 
the same date in 1965. 
Slightly more than one half of 
the positive laboratory diag­ 
noses have been in wild animals, 
mainly skunks and foxes. Most 
of the rest have been in dogs, 
cats and cattle. 
Not all cases 
are represented by those diag­ 
nosed in the laboratory. 
The 
unknown 
cases, 
and the ex­ 
posures 
which result from 
them, represent the reservoir 
which keeps the disease alive, 
Curtin said. 
Annual vaccination of all dogs, 
including 
those 
confined to 
homes, and the control of strays 
is the best approach to pro­ 
tection of pets and people, Cur­ 
tin said. There is no recovery 
from, nor cure for rabies atyer 
the symptoms appear. All spe­ 
cies of animals are susceptible, 
therefore even animals in con­

COLUMBIA - The increased 
number of rabies cases in Mis­ 
souri animals is causing con­ 
cern, Dr. T. M. Curtin, Uni­ 
versity of Missouri extension 
veterinarian, said here today. 
Through the third week in Octo­ 
ber, 1966, there were 233 posi­ 
tive 
laboratory diagnoses for 
the year compared to 108 to 
the same date in 1965. 
Slightly more than one half of 
the positive 
laboratory diag­ 
noses have been in wild animals, 
mainly skunks and foxes. Most 
of the rest have been in dogs, 
cats and cattle. 
Not all cases 
are represented by those diag­ 
nosed in the laboratory. 
The 
unknown 
cases, 
and the ex­ 
posures 
which 
result from 
them, represent the reservoir 
which keeps the disease alive, 
Curtin said. 
Annual vaccination of all dogs, 
including 
those 
confined to 
homes, and the control of strays

Learning From 


Space Devices 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 
An electronic aid for astronauts 
is beginning to help answer a 
worrisome question for heart 
patients on earth • when can 
they safely return to what kind 
of jobs? 
One device developed for as­ 
tronauts sends their electrocar­ 
diograms - ECG-recordings of 
electrical activity of the heart, 
back to earth. 
Now similar radio ECGs are 
helping measure the capability 
of once-damaged hearts during 
exercise or as the owners work 
at different jbs. 
If a patient returns toa stren­ 
uous job too soon, the heart may 
be damaged anew. 
But if he 
takes it too easy, he may be­ 
come a heart cripple unneces­ 
sarily. 
Ordinary 
ECGs 
are one 
means of judging the heart’s 
health, but they may give an 
inadequate assessment if taken 
when a man is resting or after 
exercise. 
Radio ECGs, taken 
during activity, offer the prom­ 
ise of more complete assess­ 
ments. New research with them 
was described by Israeli and 
Soviet 
scientists to the fifth 
World Congress of Cardiology.

som e rural hospitals are being 
paid 
$275 a month, half what 
they can earn in other parts of 
the nation. 
In the past 15 y ears, she said, 
M issouri has become known as 
a “ feeder sta te ," with m ore of 
the nurses training in M issouri 
seeking jobs in other a re a s than 
stay in the state. 
“ This 
drain - off will son 
reach critical proportions un­ 
le ss hospital official stak e steps 
to meet com petition," 
she 
said. 
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She said the American Nurses 
Association has set a goal of 
$6,500 in minimum annual sal­ 
aries for nurses across the na­ 
tion by the end of 1966.
